During the ten months that I have been In

office there have been 139 common law actions,
to which the city was o party, down for trial in
the several courts—118 in the District Court, 10
in the Common Pleas, and 1 at Nisi Prins,
Many of these were not tried, but they required
the same care and preparation as if they had
been, and the porsonal attendance of myself or
asslrtants was pecessary lu court fu each case,
Among those adjndicated was that of Prowat-
tain ve. the eity, in which the plaintiff gought to
recover damages to the extent of 4000, doue to
the drainage of his lot by the Board of Health
lu abating a nuissnce. 'Itm: plaintiff was uon-
sulted. Two of the suits by the contractors for
cleansing the sirecls, 10 recover the contract
wrice for the same up to the time the act brans-
erring the cleausing 6f the streets to the Board
of Health wae passed, bave been tried, and «s
the contractors were enlided to some nmonnt
Crawford received 82354 54, Instend of #4704 1)
clalmed, and McGluoe 7600, lostead of 3231
Iu the cage of Blanche Williams, elaiming dun-
ages for jujuries recelved at Fairmouat the jary
in the District Court awarded her 10,000

The case Involving the largest amonnt of
money tried by thisa department dariog the year
wae Jenklos & Taylor va, the Ulty, commonly
kvown as the Nicolson pavement case, Toe
Supreme Court baviog finally decided that the

roperty ownpers were not linble for the cost ol
Pn,\'hw this pavement on Broad street, the con-
tractors fued the city for the pries Lhiersof,
amounting to #112,000. The jury rendered o
verdict against the city for the full amoaut. On
my motion for & new trial, the Court has sct
aside thiis verdiet, and the case iznow Lo be tried
again at some future day.

At the present time there are twenty-two
road cases in active operation, in each of which
the jury are meeling at least once o week, 1o
vigw, bear testimony and arguments of coun-
sel. Many of these cases Involve large clalins
for damages. One of thewm ls for widening o
etreet for two and a balf miles, in which there
are forty-eight separate clalmants for damages,
and seventeen counsel; and there are several
others not far behind this one in magnitude. In
each of these cases the ecity is represented by
myself or assistanis, There ars some radical
defects in the prefent systew of conducting thess
cases, viz.:—There is no power to compel the
attendance of witnesses; there 13 no person
clothed with authority to exclude improper tes-
timony; the jurymen, by the nct of 1870, must
be selected from the ward in which the street
is located, and are thereby affected by local and
gocial inflnences in favor of or against a claim-
ant. These defects ought to be remasdied by
proper legislation.

There have been over two hundred cases for
and against the eity before aldermen during the
past year, at each of which one of my assistants
a{lpenred. 1054 municipal claims have besa
filed

The most important cases for the city, exist-
log duriog the year, were those commonly
known as the Schuylkill Navigation cases, being
sults brought by that compauy for damages
cansed by the appropriation of the waler in the
Schuylkill for city purposes. These number 400,
One of these was tried as o test case bulore
Judge Thayer. The esurt charged against the
city, and the jory rendered in accordance there-
with. A writi of error has been taken, the case
bae been fully argued, and the matter is still
under advisement.

THE FRENCH ASSEMBLY.

M. Jules Grevy, the President of the Coantitu-
cnut Assombly.

Aoable telegram states that M. Qrevy was yester-
dayelected President of theConstitnent Assembly of
Fravee, receiving 519 votes out of a total of 535, A8
long af the Assembly remaind In session the posi-
tion he occuples 1s one of great importance, and his
polkey will not be without effect upon the destinyof
France,

Francols Paul Jules Grevy was barn at Montsour
Vaudry, Department of Jura, August 15, 1513, Eda-
cated at the College of Poligny, he came te Paris ta
study law, took part in the revointionary days of
July, 1850, and was among the combatants who
took possession of the Babylon barracks, Admitted
to the statug of advocate, he soon assumed at the
! bar of Paris an important rank among the defen-
ders of the radical party, and, notably, pleaded in
the prosecution of May 18, 1784, for two companions
of Barber,

Appolnted, in 1848, Commissary of the Provigional
Government in his department, he showed (o nﬂe
exetcise of these diMcalt functions great mode
tlon and prudence. He was afterwards elected a
member of the Constituent Assembly, being placed
first among the eight representatives of the Jura.
As a member of the Committee of Justice
and Viece-President of. the Assembly, M. Grevy
rften @ascended the tribune, and distinguished
hisuself among the most effective orators of the
democratic party. While preserviog a position of
independence suflclently removed from the 8oulale
fste, thopgh pretty close to the Mounialn, he usually
voted with the extreme Left, After the election (of
Louls Napoleon as President) of December 10, M.
Grevy resisted the government of Louls Napoleon
and pronounced against the expedition to Rome,
Re-elected 1o the Legisiatlve Assembly, he
remained faithful to the democratic causé and,
withcut makivg common cause with the Mountain,
Le was one of the principal opponents of the royal-
st coalition, In 1868 M, Grevy re-entered, after a
retirement of seventeen years, the political arena,
In & purtial election of the Second district of the
Jura he polled 22,428 out of 82,715 votes, the first
occasion on which the Bonaparcist regime had been
80 completely beaten in that sec-
tion of the conntry. In the general elections
the following year he was again elected to the Corps
of Legislaufl without ofclal opposition ; and, on the
dowufall of the empire In September, 1870, was
made President of the Councll uander the Govern-
ment of Defepge, On the Sth of February he was
elected a delegate to the Constituent Assembly,
from the Department of the Jura.
